was at that time an ambiguous term, and 
taken ſometimes as the Latine word for Hy- 
poſtaſis, and ſometimes for Oufia , (for 
which reaſon the Latines were, for ſome 
time, ſhy of admitting the term Hypoſtaſts, 
leaſt it ſhould be thought to imply the ſame 
with Subſtantia, in the ſame ſenſe with Ouſea.) 
\ But whenas now (for ſome Ages) it is agreed 
(for prevention of Ambiguity) in the one 
ſenſe, to call it ſub$ance, and in. the other 
ſubſe8tence, it 1s not now the ſame to call them 
three ſubſtances (in contradiQon to three: ſub- 
ſ&tences) as then it was, while the word was 


uſed Ambiguouſly in both ſenſes. 


This (I ſuppoſe) may ſatisfy you, (fo far 
as concerns the Vice-chancellor and Heads 
of Houſes ; ) if it will not ſatisfy Dr. Sher-
